In an effort to make ARRL contest forms 
more quickly and easily accessible, the League 
offers them electronically via its automated 
information server (that also contains a wealth of 
other files). Concurrently, contest announcements in 
QST have become shorter and more “user friendly," 
aimed at acquainting newcomers with the general 
outline of each contest, how to operate in it, and 
what awards are available for participation and 
vement. 

Printed copies of the complete rules for all 
ARRL contests will be made available in a new 
publication called The ARRL Contest Yearbook; the 
1996 edition of this booklet will be available in 
December, by mail, for $5. Also included in the 
Yearbook are contest summary sheets, dupe sheets, 
zone maps, ARRL section lists, and an extensive 
Field Day package for clubs. 

It should be noted that it is possible to 
participate fully in ARRL contests without obtaining 
the Yearbook, by downloading summary sheets and 
generating one’s own log and dupe sheets (that are 
automatically generated by the contest software now 
widely available and used).

GOVERNMENT RELEASES REPORT ON RF 
DANGERS 

The FCC is attempting to quell the debate 
over whether or not radio frequency transmissions 
Cause injury to people exposed to them. The latest 
issue of TV Broadcast News magazine says that the 
commission has released a report that deals with 
the possible harmful affects of close up or extended 
exposure. 

One of the more interesting findings was 
one that suggests that the use of protective clothing 
provides — and we quote “a significant reduction in 
whole body RF absorption." The study also 
discounts the effectiveness of personal RF 
monitoring devices. It says that such detectors are 
often deficient. It also questions the accuracy of 
induced current RF monitoring instruments under 
real world conditions. 

The report was prepared by the FCC's 
Office of Engineering and Technology is expected 
to serve as the basis for any commission action to 
revise its guidelines conceming the amount of 
human exposure permissible to RF fields. Copies 
can be purchased for a nominal fee from the 
National Technical Information Service of the 
Department of Commerce. Their phone number is 
1-800-553-6847.

FOC SETS" VE TEST FEES FOR 
REIMBURSEMENTS, 


Effective January 1, 1996, the maximum 
allowable reimbursement fee for an amateur 
operator license examination will be $6.07. The 
FCC set this amount based on the Consumer Price 
Index between September 1994 and September 
1995 and it will be an increase from the current 
$5.90. 

Volunteer examiners and volunteer 
examiner coordinators may charge examinees for 
out of pocket expenses incurred in preparing, 
processing, administering, or —_ coordinating 
reexaminations for amateur operator licenses. The 
amount of any such reimbursement fee from any 
one examinee for any one examination ses: 
regardless of the number of elements ‘administered, 
must not exceed the maximum allowable fee. 

Beginning January 1 the ARRU/VEC will 
charge $6.05 to each applicant (other than 
candidates taking Novice Class elements 1A or 2).
